Hunter and Foster were arrested, and 
the ease against them was proved by 
eviilence of the clearest and 'most 
conclusive character,; but from the first 
the judge a^f>^ared ioVegard the charge 
with a leniency which was very much 
out of place. The counsel for the de- 
fence pleaded that the accused had 
done nothing but what was common 
among their class when they resorted 
to kicking. It was the custom in that 

/ part of I^ncashire to resort to this 
brutal method of attack generally. In 
this particular case the jury may be ex- 
cused declining to find the prisoners

Dlabovery of a Manufactory of Nihil- 
ist Bombs. 

New York, May 26. — A Paris cable 
says: The ppculiarly dismal Parisian 
suburb kno)vn as Montrouge was yes- 
terd4jrj(b^WJi iiito. avstate of ui^wonted 
and violent excitement by the ' report 
that a nihilist manufactory of exploaive 
bombs had been discovered in that 
quarter.

•WAS. ON AMDBIOAN MEATS. 

A Qormau Frofossor's Siatrlbo 
. , Agrainat Caiuio4, (^pq&s.; 

Chicago, May 22.— -'A/cablo to the 
Times bom London says': Special ad- 
vices to this bureau from its Berlin re- 
presentative show that war on Ameri- 
can canned meats has been begun in 
the Prussian capital with remarkable 
vigor. On Friday night Prof.' Hqloff, 
the leading man in the imperial depart- 
ment of health, gave a lecture on Am- 
erican canned meats. Roloff is also a 
director of the royal veterinary univer- 
sity ; hence his words have great weight 
in Berlin. The conclusions of the lec- 
turer were to the effect that people must 
abstain from the use of such goods, ow- 
ing to the mannery>fj prdpajraitipn' and 
the quality of tlie ineat used. • He as- 
serted on what he claimed to be the 
highest authority that American canned 
meats are prepared by the most infa- 
mous system of manufacturing, especial- 
ly corned beef. Ho said that horses 
which have died from disease > were:cut| 
up and" canite'd, oind'' also ' cats,' "all' "of 
which, when packed, American manu- 
facturers sold to Europe as the best 
boef. He also inveighed very strongly 
against the use of lead soldering on 
cans, which, he said, was a fruitful 
source of poisonings and 'various fbrms 
of disease. ' It may ' b'b added 'that the 
learned lecturer's authority for most 
of those marvelous .statements was 
the Lancet of London, an article 
in which referred to some abom- 
inable discoveries made in regard to 
canned meats at a place called'Hudders- 
Celd. A rGpreaenjtafcivp. of -^^tiii^ ^ip-ii'; 
called on lloloff, who ' foagEt^^trjQ^gly 
against any facts going to show that 
American meats were carefully pre- 
pared from only the hesfc beef. lie 
asserted that various niysterious cases 
of sickness in: southern '^'Germany had 
probably resulted from eating canned 
meats. In reply to the question as to 
iwhat the health department proposed 
to do about the matter, he said, "no- 
thing at present, save to watch Ameri- 
can importations very carefully." He 
said that the Aiuerican meats are but 
a trifle, cheaper' [thffn'*' German; meats, 
an'd'don'ciliided by fecommendrng that 
American packers remove their eslab- 
lishmonts to Germany, where exten- 
sive stockyards are in existence, labor 
is cheap, and where the meat could bo 
inspected on the ground.

"Oh! she does her'' own work." The 
words, and the tone of contempt in 
which they were uttered, bi^tokened a 
narrow, ignoble mind, better fitted for 
any place than a country whoso institu- 
tions rest on honourable labour as one 
of the chief corner-stones. They evinc- 
ed a false idea of the true basis of socie- 
ty, of the true womanhood, of genuine 
nobility. They showed the detestable 
spirit of caste or rank, which a certain 
class arc trying to establish — a caste 
whose solo foundation is money, which 
is the weakest kind of rank known to 
civilization. Mind, manners, morals, 
all that enters into a good character, 
are of no account "with these- social 
snobs. Position in their .stilted ranks 
is bought with gold, and every addition- 
al dollar is another round in the ladder 
by which elevation is gained in their 
esteem and'sppi^ty.

DEAD STOCK: 



Whenever a very hard winter occurs 
ill this province and carries oil" a few 
hundred liead of cattle ; or a late frost 
nips the cereals and roots ; or a short 
fruit crop is announced, an undue pro- 
minence is given to the matter by 
coast contemporaries, who never weary 
in' contrasting their own Italian cli- 
mate" with tho "Siberian winters" of 
Canada's weatern province. No one 
can reasouablv object to Oregon and 
Washington newspapers making tho 
best possible case that they can 
for theii5,qavP'gMiioh>'A._;^rhose a very 
indifferent and worthless birds indeed 
that fail to keep their o>vn nests clean; 
and for a newspaper to trumpet forth 
the climatic and other deficiencies of 
tho section in which it is published 
would be, to say thoverj least, impoli- 
tic if not ungrateful. There is reason 
to believo'that tbe newspapers of the 
adjoining territory and state have a 
keen appreciation of what is expected 
of them by their pitrons ; hence, when 
they.err (and even editors are not in- 
fallible,) it is on the right side for their 
interests. They •are-inclined to minify 
raifcher.than magnify the effects of a 
j^reat public disaster ; and on the other 
hand, when they have anything good 
to teir about their country they ruverso 
the proposition and fail to point out a 
sinslo disadvantageous feature. As tho 
thrifty Oregon farmer puts the little 
and diseasfd potatoes in the bottom of 
tbe bag and places only the large and 
sound ones on the top, so do the editors 
of those sections turn the unfavorable 
side of the climatic i)icture from the 
woi'ld's gaze and exhibit only that 
which is bright and,"y3eau£iful.,j^^ The 
winter of 1879-80 wfis the Viiost sovere 
that had visited British Columbia in 35 
year8.5»i^«The •snows were deep aiud laid 
long on the ground ; and the loss of live 
Bto.ck, which did not exceed 3000 head 
of all kinds, was deemtd very heavy, 
because it was largely in .excess of that 
of any previous season. It,: has been 
asserted that had our stockraisers been 
prepafjJdyvith fodder the^ severe wea- 
ther would have been scarcely felt. 
Last\-winter was comparatively mild 
and the loss of stock throughout the 
province was correspondingly light. In 
Ia;bregon and Washington Territory, 
however, last winter is acknowledged 
to :haVe' been very destructive. One of 
the"cdiinti-y papers terms it the " most 
sev'ei-e ' winter on record," throwing 
" even the bad year of 1861-2 into the 
shade." The same journal confesses to 
a ruinous loss of stock, and produces 
gloomy. figi;ires in support of its acknow- 
ledgemenb. ' Among the heaviest suf- 
ferers, Phelps k Wadleiqu are set' 
down. This firm saw seventeen thousand 
out of 24,000 head perish. S.vipe, an-' 
other great cattleman, found at the 
close of th« winter that he had 15,000 
head less on his runs than at the be- 
ginning of the season. Germane out 
of ■6000 had 4400 head in the boneyard. 
Kennedy & Neioe begin life again with 
only 1000 alive out of 5000'head. Aus- 
tin' it Co. saw all but 700 out of their 
cattlo starve to death ; and of nu- 
merous herds of from 1000 to '2000 
head, from 50 to 200 only answered to 
the n^uiber of their mess in tho Spring. 
Nothing in said'of sheep; but we are 
given to understand from private 
sources that in some parts of tbe coun- 
try tbe losses have amounted to almost 
extinction, Becent travelers in Wash- 
ington Territory and Oregon relate how 
the country for many miles on either 
side of the,roads and rivers aro dotted 
thickly witii the decaying carcases of 
cattle and sheep. Hundreds of stock- 
raisers and farmers, who were regarded 
as rich men last fall, have been utterly 
ruined, and many of theui ara left with- 
out the capital or credit with which to 
make another start. The situation of 
affairs must be bad indeed when Ore- 
gon and Washington journals are found 
acknowledging a condition such as wo 
havf quoted. At no tinie in the history 
of British Columbia could anything ap- 
proaching 80 gloomy a picture have been 
drawn. There have been times when, 
it is true, the losses have been severe; 
but those losses have nearly always 
arisen from the lack of prudential pre- 
paration on the part of siockowners. 
They might easily have been prevented 
had ordinary care been obsorvedj but in 
years .when fodder has been scarce 
loBses'have been trifling' when compared 
with those in the adjoining American 
countries! Here cattle are allowed to 
roam the plains and lulls all the yeiir 
round and to pick up thnir own living; 
and in 35 year.s ihcm has occui-red but 
one winter, when tlierf has been any- 
thing approaching a disaster, and that 
might htfvff •'^beeri«averted, as wc have 
shown, had there been a reserve supply 
of feed ori ", hand. Tho. advantage of 
climate certainly rests with British Co- 
lumbia.; over . Northern Oregon, and 
Washington Teiritory; aud when that 
other great consideration — perfect se- 
curity for life and property — is taken 
into'ac'cOunt,' British Columbia ought to 
occupy the, foremost place among Pa- 
cific Ooast states as a field for immigra- 
tion.

The Queen and Princess Beatrice 
visited thu tomb of Lord BeaconsSeld 
at Hughenden Church -on Satuirday, 
.April 30 th. Her Majesty and tho. 
Princess, attended 1 the lady-in-wait^ 
ing and liord Charli Fitzroy, the lat- 
ter of whom was moi.nted, left Wind- 
sor Castle at 2.40 in an open carriage 
drawn by four grflys. The Queen's 
destination was known only to those 
few entru.sted with the arrangements, 
it being her iNiajesty'a desire that her 
visit should bo made as privately as 
was possible under tbe circuaistances. 
At the wish, too, of the Queen, the 
route.taken by the royal visitors was 
that driven over by the l.ito Earl of 
BeaconsSeld on returning from Wind- 
sor Castle to Hughenden upon the oc- 
casion of his last visit to her Majesty 
on tho lOth of December last. At 
Hughenden qhurchyard the Queon and 
Princess, weroYec«ye(bby ^Kjid Row- 
t^n, with whom tiieyv walltecl to the 
south porch of the church, and then 
after a few minutes' stay within tho 
church tho royal visitor.s walked across 
the greensward to tho inclined excava- 
tion leading to the opening of tho vault 
of Lord Beaconslield. They wero fol- 
lowed by Mr. Brown, the Queen's per- 
sonal attendant, who carried a very 
beautiful wreath and cross formed of 
white canwliaa and other flowers 
brought in the royal carriage from 
Windsor Castle, For a few seconds 
Her Majesty stood upon the turf at 
tho head of the incline and looked down 
tho sloping path at the open vault, and 
then, followed by Princess Beatrice, 
Lord Rowton, tbe lady-in-waiting and 
Lord Charles Fitzroy, walki'd to tbe 
tomb and placed tlm wreath and grass 
upon tho heap of floral offerings which 
completely , obseoured tho lid of Lord 
BeaconBG6ld|s cot&n.

Au Eztraordinar? Story. 

Public interest has been excited in 
the metropolis by an announcement 
which appeared in the papers that the 
infant daughter of Dr. Downes, a 
divisional police surgeon Kentish 
town road, had been kidnapped by her 
nurse. Before the intimation met tho 
eye of the reader the child had been 
discovered, and tho uumo, having been 
apprehended, was charged at tho 
Marylebone Police Court with kidna|i- 
ping tho doctor's daughter. The ex- 
traordinary defence to which she resort- 
ed was that the child was her own, and 
tha.fc it had been palmed off upon Dr. 
Downes by his wife. Her story, which 
is very circumstantial, and can be easi- 
ly verified or disproved, is to the effect 
that not only did Mr.s. Downes pass off 
the child in dispute as her own by ar- 
titioes which certainly ought not to have 
been able to .deceive the practised eye 
of a police surgeon, but that a second 
child was procured last January in a 
similar way, and surreptitiously intro- 
duced into tho family as the lef;itimate 
otTspring of Di'. Downes. The nurse, 
a young woman of twenty-three, could 
hardly have invented a story so unnec- 
essarily detailed and circa mitahtial ; 
and vot wiiat can bo more incredible 
than that a lady who had already had 
four children should have resorted to 
such deception in order to add a lifth 
and si .xth infant to her already numer- 
ous family i—iPo^ Mall GauxUe. 

Who Should Bow First. ? 

Who should bow first] Some au- 
thorities insist that a gentleman should 
not bow to a lady until she bows to 
him. The author of the "American 
Code of Manners" says that this is all 
wrong. "A gentleman should always 
how first to a lady no matter whether 
she returns it or not. If ha sees by 
her face that she does not wish to re- 
turn it, he can refrain from bowing the 
next time.'". This is' on the ground 
that "a lady, particularly an, elderly 
one or a socinty. leader, perhaps, has so 
many acquaintances that she does not 
remeQjber all the young men who have 
been presented."

Palls Headl'onar Sown a FllerlitaOf 
Stairs and is EilloA. 

On Sunday morning, early, a daughter of 
Mr. Came, proprietor of the Angel Hotel 
in this city, while about to descend theback 
staircase of tho hotel, was startled to ob 
servo huddled at the' foot of tho flight tho 
body of a man. Sho immediately inform- 
ed her father and others and the body 
was found to be that of Thomas Sponco, a 
man whose name has been prominently 
identified with many important public 
works in tho province since tho day.i of 
tho first gold rush in 1853. Life had 
evidently boon extinct for many hours as 
the corpse was cold and atifl". Deceased 
was last seen by Mr. C. Gowon at ll^t 
o'clookj-the- night before. By Mr. G. 
he wAs'ae^pll^ni^d 'to the hotel and left 
at tti'e foot "of • the main staircase. Tho 
gas was burning brightly, and tho last 
glimpse Mr. G. caught of his friond alive 
was seeing iiim toil slowly up tho staircase 
towards his room, which was on tho 
second fiooi-. Upon gaining tho landing 
deceased instead of turning into the cor- 
ridor which led to his room continued 
along the passage way to the back stair- 
case, down which ho plunged headfore- 
most, his head resting, when found, bo- 
twoou the lowest stop and a closed door 
at tho foot of tho flight. Tho faco and 
neck of deceased wero much discolored 
and thoro was a slight out on one of tho 
hand.s. The neck was not broken and it 
is supposed that tho unfortunate man, un- 
able to extricate himself from the posi- 
tion in which ho found himself after fall- 
ing, or stunned by tho violoiica of his 
descent, died of aufl'ocation. Tho body 
was taken in charge by tho Pioneor and 
St. Andrew's and Caledonian Societies 
and willjjol^firiedto day. "Tom "Sponco, 
as he was familiarly known thrnugli tho 1 
length and breadth of British Columbia, 
was a native of Duudou, Scotland, aged 
abuut GO years, llo w-ent to California 
about 30 years ago and was engaged there 
in extensive mining and ditch enterprises. 
At Olio time he amassed considerable 
wealth. In 1868 he came to British Co- 
lumbia and spent much time and money 
in bringing water upon a Hat on Fraser 
river above Lytton for mining purposes. 
In 18G2 or '03 he secured a bridge fran- 
chise and constructed what is known as 
Spenco's Bridge across Thompson River. 
Afterwards for many yeaia ho was divi- 
sion superintendent* on the Oariboo wagon 
road. In 1873 ho removed one of tho 
Sister Rocks abovo Hope, and for the 
past six years has been engaged in remov- 
ing Beaver Ruck in tliis liarbor. Mr. 
Spence was an timiabie, i;ind-iienrieu ni;Lii 
and as true a.i steel to tho interests of a 
friend. Ho had an active mind and con- 
stantly conceived great schemes and pro- 
jects of a public nature; but in their ex- 
ecution in this country he was scarcely 
ever Muccesaful in a pecuniary .sense. It 
was not considered necessary to hold an 
inquest on the remiains. 



Tho Iron Industry, 



We pleuJ guilty to a feeling akin to 
jealousy as wo read in tho Port Townsond 
Argus a glowing account of the progress 
that is being mado at the iron smoltinx 
works near that place. Less than two 
years ago tho enterprise was started and 
now a second town site has been laid out 
and preparations have been making for 
the most ample growth of business. A 
largo furnace for roasting ore is nearly 
completed, a few yards from tho smelting 
furnace ; new buildings aro in process of 
erection, while others have been finished ; 
tho company have started a store for the 
convenience of omploydsi a new and ex- 
tensive brickyard has sprung into exist- 
ence in tho immediate vicinity; the com- 
pany's wharf has been extended to a point 
where deep water vessels can load at low 
tide ; a now wharf and warehouse have 
been erected near tho hotel, and tho wharf 
in front of tho furnaces is being extended 
along tho boach to acconmiodato tho in- 
creasing buaiaoss of the company. What 
renders the success of tho American com- 
pany " gall and wormwood "to the peo- 
ple of the province is the fact that tho bog 
iron oro fotind near Port Townsond re- 
quires to bo mixed with tho magnetic iron 
ore from tho British Columbia island of 
Taxada before it becomes a merchantable 
article, and that whilo wo aro exporting 
our iron oro to bo smelted at Port Town- 
sond the initiatory stops for doiug< our 
own smelting have not been taken. The 
Nanaimo Free Press says that this state of 
things is a shamo and a reproach to tho 
province, and aptly adds : " Such an on- 
torpriso is mado profitable in anothor ter- 
ritory whore they have to come to Ihi.i 
province for the iron ore, surely a similar 
enterprise would be still more pro^tabio 
on the spot from whence the oro ' is o-r- 
tractod. The Island of Tesada is 'only 
about thirty miles distant by open water 
frotn tho coal mines of this district whilo 
on the ialjnd'itaelf there is an inexhausti- 
ble supply of timber. There are many 
men in this province who have given a 
life long Bcrylco to tho f smelting of j iiqn, 
so there woiildbe no no'ed^ of iinporlirig 
skilled labor. British Columbia ia sadly 
in need of the establishment of manufac- 
turing and industrial enterprises, and it 
is to bo hoped that some olfort will . be 
mado to draw tho idle money from its 
present cofi"ers and utilize it in furnishing 
oniploymont to many hundred families, 
whilo at the same time earning nioro for 
its fortunate owners."

It is understood that an act of Parlia- 
ment is required to enforce tho use of the 
now version by tho Established Church. 
Tho government have no intention of 
proposing such an act. Meantime 2,000-, 
000 copies havo beon sold. 

CamOridge and Oxford Universities, 
who own tho copyright, aro compoting 
with oach other in rather an undignified 
manner, but both are at proBont unable 
to supply the orders received after April. 
The testament is published in various 
stylos, at prices from one shilling to two 
pounds. The Cambridge edition is tho 
better printed. 

In the popular judgment, tho tamper- 
ing with a form of prayer familiar to uvery 
family in the land is sufficient to condemn 
tho entire work. The bbo& sells for tho 
moment, but the old version will hold 
its ground. Tho crowds at tho distribution 
oflices have beon so groat that traffic in 
thi stroots havo bscn stuppsd.

Dr. Frederick George Lee, 
vicar of All Saints', Lambeth, tho au- 
thor, tiller alYif Oi, the "Directorium 
Anglicanum" arid "Manuale Clericor- 
urn," and now, a.s his latest production, 
of a small volume of sormons collective- 
ly entitled the "Order out of Chaos," 
which ia not impertinently described as 
having been written in the interests of 
Rome, bos long, been regarded as a very 
questionable member and minister of 
the Church of England. The "Order 
of Chaos" 1ms created a thrPR-foliI do- 
lication, "to his Eininenco Henry Ed- 
ward Cardinal Archbishop of West- 
minster, (tc, (fcc; to his Eminence John 
Henry Gardinal.Newman,.ij;o.,<iS:c.; and 
to tho Veiw Rev. Edward Bouverio 
Pusey, D. 'D., kc," — a hybrid dedica- 
tion which i? more picturesque than sur- 
prising, considering that Dr. Lee is the 
eading spirit of the.assooiation for pro- 
moting tho unity of Christeudom, and 
ia sometimes credited with holding t\\n 
dignity of a bishop in the mysterious 
order of Corporate Reunion. Dr. Lee 
\A very wrolli with what ho calls "the 
degrading heresies and intellectual ab- 
surdities of Protestantism," and de- 
scribes the Pope as being tho "direct 
spiritual superior bojih in rank and'au- 
tliority" of tho Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, and the ''chief bishop of the fam- 
ly of God." Tho royal supremacy is 
tt "haltor," which was al ways', of course, 
worn round the neck,- and until it was 
drawn too tight by the fatuous policy 
of our present chief bishops some peo- 
ple looked upon it as an impressive and 
reasonable ornament. Dr. Lee evident- 
ly aims at being the bierophant of a 
practical eirenicon, and in pursuance of 
this scheme seeks to bring about 
conferences of Romanand Anglican cler- 
gy, at «;faich each.can become-acquainted 
with tii'e' tenets 'ciE the others, and be 
broken into whatever is practicable in 
the way of conciliation and acco'^mmo- 
dation. 

The latest of these conferences took 
place on Thursday evening laat at All 
Saints' vicarage, when the Rev, Father 
Tondini read a paper in which he de- 
fined the doctrines of infalibility and
